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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it contains "is provided". 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

It is unclear if a portion of the rim is torn away when the drinking tab is torn or if just a 
portion of the planar region is torn since the drinking access port is not located on the panel with 
respect to the rim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-12, and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Warden et al (US 5,398,843) in view of Hundley et al (US 6,612,456). 

Warden teaches the claimed cup lid including a drinking access port 34, multiple planar 
regions, and a condiment tab, but is silent regarding the condiment tab 30 being a fold-back tab 
and the extrusion grain of the lid. 

Hundley teaches it is known to provide a hinged access port having a tab 20 which can 
be pushed inwardly toward a cup or folded back and held within a recess in the lid. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to apply the teaching of allowing the access port tab being folded back and received 
within a recess in the lid. Doing so maintains the lid access port opening without the user 
holding it in the open position. 

Regarding the extrusion grain and the placement of the hinge with respect to the 
extrusion grain, it would have been a matter of design choice to locate the hinge parallel to the 
grain or perpendicular to the grain depending upon the desired result of the hinge action. 

Regarding the hinge being located on a chord of the lid panel, the hinge of Warden lies 
on a chord of an imaginary circular portion. 

5. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the prior art as 
applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Bailey (US 4,473,167). 

Warden as modified teaches the claimed cup lid except for stop means adjacent the 

hinge. 

Bailey teaches it is known to provide stop means adjacent the hinge of a tear-back lid 

portion. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to further apply the teaching of stop means adjacent the hinge. Doing so prevents the 
panel from tearing beyond the hinge. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Various prior art closures teaching features similar to those disclosed and/or 
claimed are cited for their disclosures.
